ONDON—A little over a year 
ago Gen, 
Charles 
de Gaulle 
proclaimed: 
"The flame of French resistance 
must never die and will not die.” 
Hundreds of his countrymen had 
wept their fill at the collapse of 
France and responded eagerly to 
De Gaulle’s summons to "all French 
officers and soldiers in Britain or 
who can come to Britain whit their 
arms or without their arms.” 
Soon he had some 
25,000 men 
ready to serve him, plus an aux­ 
illary "Corps Feminin”. 
Now his 
army numbers 40.000. Free France 
dug itself In solidity In Equatorial 
Africa and some smaller African 
colonies, 
in colonial outposts 
in 
the Pacific, In India and New Cale­ 
donia. 
Only a few weeks ago, it was re­ 
ported, Free 
French 
supporters 
maneuvered a bloodless 
coup in 
Tahiti, 
seizing the 
government 
from Nazi sympathizers. 
Free 
French territory 
covers 
nearly three million square miles, 
about six times the size of France 
itself, and boasts several modern 
ports and airdromes. 
Free French troops campaigned 
with the British against the Vichy- 
ltea in Syria, suffering about 1,250 
casualties according to official re­ 
ports. 
More Than 100 Ships 
The Free French navy includes 
more than IOO ships— battleships, 
destroyers, 
motor 
torpedo 
boats, 
submarines, mine layers and small­ 
er craft. 
One of the submarines 
is said to be the largest In the 
world, but its very size is a disad 
vantage. 
The air force numbers more than 
1,000 flyers, many of whom fought 
with the British in Ethiopia and 
Whys. 
Under the leadership of-Sim on*

Captured Five Times 
De Gaulle himself is 50. He was 
wounded three times in the World 
war and was captured five times 
at Verdun, escaping each time un­

In 1934 he published a book. "The 
Army Of The Future”, which is 
said to have given the Germans 
many ideas on mechanical warfare.

‘‘Friends," replied the Quaker pro­ 
fessor w ith some asperity, ‘‘thee 
do not ask the poet to write bills 
of lading or the painter to white­ 
w ash fences. Do you expect the ab­ 
stra ct scientist to Invent a patent 
chn rn?” T he young man was out­ 
raged th at "a grubber among fos­ 
sils should dare to put himself In 
the same class with George Moore 
and Rudyard Kipling.”
